This Is American Rejoinder To 
Austrian Reply In Ancona Case 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.— The second A m erican note to A ustria on 
the A ncona case, addressed to A m b assa d o r Penfield, m ad e public today 
by the state d e p a rtm e n t follows: 
D e p a rtm e n t of State, W ashington, D. C., Dec. 19, 1915.— You are 
instructed to address a note to th e A u stro -H u n g a ria n m inister of foreign 
affairs, textually as follows: 
“ The gov ern m e n t of the United States h as received the note of your 
excellency relative to the sinking of the Ancona, which was delivered at 
Vienna, on December 15, 1915, an d tra n sm itte d to W ashington and has 
given the note im m ediate an d careful consideration. 
“On N ovember 15, 1915, Baron Zwiedinek, the charge 
d'affaires of 
the imperial and royal gov ern m e n t a t W ashington, tra n sm itte d to the de­ 
p a r tm e n t of state a re port of the A u stro -H u n g arian a d m ira lty 
with 
regard to the sinking of the steam sh ip Ancona, in which it was a d m it­ 
ted th a t the vessel was torpedoed a f te r her engines had been stopped 
and when passengers w ere still on board. 
This admission alone is, in the 
view of the governm ent of the United States, sufficient to fix on the com ­ 
m a n d e r of the su b m a rin e which fired the torpedo the responsibility for 
having wilfully violated the recognized law of nations an d entirely disre­ 
garded those h u m a n e principles which every belligerent should observe 
in th e conduct of w ar a t sea. 
In view of these ad m itte d circum stances 
the g overnm e nt of the United States feels justified in holding th a t the 
details of the sinking of the Ancona, the weight and c h a ra c te r of the) 
additional 
testimony 
corroborating the admiralty** report a n d the n u m - 1 
ber of A m ericans killed o r in ju red a re in no way essential m atters of 
discussion. 
The culpability of the c o m m a n d e r is in any case established, 
and the undisputed fact is t h a t citizens of th e United States were killed, 
injured or put in jeopardy by his lawless act. 
“ T he rules of in ternational law an d th e principles 
of 
hu m an ity 
which were th u s wilfully violated by th e su b m a rin e have been so long 
and so universally recognized and a r e so m anifest from the standpoint 
of right and justice that the gov ern m e n t of the United States does not 
feel called upon to debate them and does not u n d e rsta n d th a t th e im p er­ 
ial and royal government questions o r disputes them. 
“ The g overnm e nt of the United States therefore finds no o th er course 
open to it but to hold the imperial and royal gov ern m e n t responsible for 
the act of its naval co m m a n d e r and to renew tho definite but respectful 
d em an d s m ade in its com m unication of the sixth of December, 1915. 
It 
sincerely hopes th a t the foregoing s ta te m e n t of its position will enable 
the imperial and royal g overnm e nt to perceive the justice of those d e ­ 
m an d s and to comply with th em in th e sam e spirit of frankness and with 
the sam e concern for the good relations now existing between tho Unit­ 
ed Slates an d A u stria-H u n g ary which prom pted th e gov ern m e n t of the 
United States to m a k e them .

United States will not a rg u e with 
A ustria any points involved in the 
sinking of the Ancona, lu the second 
American note to the Vienna govern­ 
ment, m ade public today by th e state 
d e p a rtm e n t today when it was deliv­ 
ered to Foreign Minister B urian in 
Vienna, this government states th a t 
it m ust “ renew the definite b u t re­ 
spectful d em an d s made in its com ­ 
m unication of the sixth of December. 
This second note, extremely brief, 
is friendly in tone, b u t leaves no 
doubt of the d e term ina tion th a t Aus­ 
tria shall m ake full re para tion for 
American lives lost and pun ish m en t 
of the A ustrian su b m arin e c o m m a n d ­ 
er whose “ culpability is in any case 
e stablished'’ and whose act, details of 
which were given in th e A ustrian a d ­ 
miralty statem ent, is held to be "w il­ 
ful violation of th e rules of in te r n a ­ 
tional law and the principles of h u ­ 
m anity.” 
Greater optimism 
was 
evidenced 
by officials re garding Austro-Auier- 
ican relations. Hope of a m ore con­ 
ciliatory A ustrian a ttitu d e was based 
particularly on the United Press in­ 
terview with F o u n t Tisza. His de­ 
claration t h a t Australia will use ev­ 
ery means to avoid a break with the 
United States is believed here to re­ 
flect the sentiment of E m p e ro r F ra n z 
Josef. 
Daily negotiations between Secre­ 
tary of State Lansing 
and 
Barong 
Zwicdenik, A ustrian 
charge, were 
also regarded as significant. W hile 
Zw iedenik is not believed yet to have 
received plenary powers to settle tho 
Ancona dispute, inform ed represen­ 
tations going far beyond tho re serv ­ 
ed diplomatic phrases 
of

American notes have been m ad e to 
him. 
Reports here th a t A ustria is m a k ­ 
ing an investigation of its a d m ira lty 
report on the Ancona incident also 
gave rise to belief th a t Vienna is 
paving the way to repudiate the sub­ 
m arin e c o m m a n d e r ’s action.

C o u n t Apponyi, like o th e r officials 
interview ed by th e United Press in 
the dual m onarchy, expressed s u r ­ 
prise at the tone ad o p te d by A m eri­ 
ca in th e note to A u stria -H u n g a ry 
re g a rd in g th e Ancona. 
C ount Apponyi does not join with 
those who praise th e A u stria n reply 
on th e g ro u n d 
t h a t it proves the 
m o n a r c h y ’s diplom atic independence 
of G erm any.
